Washington— Officers of the gov- 


ernment, acting ostensibly for the 
government, may be sued for exceed- 
ing their authority and they then be- 
come personally liable in damages 
arising out of such exercise of power 
beyond their authority. Also, 
the 


government may 
offer a one-sided 


contract to a private individual and 
there is no recourse to the latter if 
he signs such a contract. 
These two important principles of 


law have just bren affirmed in posi- 
tive terms by the supreme court of 
*he 
United States in on« cf the 
large group of decio'ons handed down 
at the end of the regular term. 


The first principle bear1* no rela- 


tion to the second though they hap- 
pen both to be included in the suit 
which the War Department won 
against Edward 
F.

Louis. Mo, who sought to restrain 
the government from 
taking1 away

Nor will the effect of the two prin 


ciples be felt particularly in cases 
like the Goltra barge suit, which was 
unique.

EFFECTS LAW ENFORCES 


If a prohibition agent, for instance 


discovers liquor 
held illegally 
and 


destroys the liquor 
summarily 
in- 


stead of taking it before the court a> 
required by section 25 of the Vol- 
stead act, the agent raa.y be sued 
personally for his illegal act. It al- 
ready has been provided that if 
prohibition agent 
exercises his au- 
thority with uBdue severity in execu- 
tion of a search warrant he may be 
fined $1.000 or imprisoned one year

CONSERVATION IN WISCONSIN 
For some years Wisconsin has been 


'lame in its conservation policy. 
The au- 


tomobile, coupled with the development 
of good roads, has presented problems 
"which did not exist a decade ago. The 
great increase in the number of home cars 
and those cominpr from other states, mak- 
infr it easy to penetrate to the most re- 
mote and hitherto inaccessible localities, 
has resulted in a rapid depiction of game 
and fish. It ha-s also carried with it, van- 
dalism and carelessness that threaten our 
forests. 
Many young trees are carried 


out of the state despite the law which pro- 
hibits it. and forest fires arc on the in- 
crease. There has been no effective poli- 
cy against these depredations. There has 
not. been a sufficient nnmber of wardens to 
enforce the law, and some of those we 
•have are^not overly active in the dis- 
charge of their duties. 
On top of this 


there 
is 
a 
failure by the legislature 


to recognize the wisdom and necessity of 
establishing more and larger state pre- 
serves and public playgrounds. 
Monr-y 


available for conservation has not been 
used, and as a consequence our valuable 
natural assets of this Hiaracter have suf- 
fered severely. 
In fact, the conservation 


program of the administration has been 
one of almost complete inertia. 


So serious has the situation become that 


the governor, following insistent demands 
from all portions of the sta't^ for protec- 
tion against forest fires, fish and game 
•slaughter, and other vandalism, eallcd the 
•mergence board together and an appro- 


priatiou of $100.'000 was made for con- 
servation measures. 
A considerable por- 


lion of this sum will go for the purchase 
of modern forest fire lighting equipment? 
and the rest will be utilized for the em- 
ployment of additional game wardens, the 
purchase of bass beds on the Mississippi 
river, and for fish hatchery additions. 
This action comes after the governor had 
vetoed 
a 
conservation budget for ap- 


proximately the same amount, and for ap- 
proximately the same purposes. 


Secretary of State Fred R. Zimmerman 


is authority for the recent statement that 
more than $500.000 was available in the 
conservation fund for the protection of 
out-door "Wisconsin. If that is so, the in- 
difference of executive authority to the 
raids on "Wisconsin's wild life and its for- 
ests is inexcusable. 
The commercial ex- 


ploitation of northern "Wisconsin is in full 
swing. 
Choice sections for hunting and 


fishing are passing rapidly into private 
hands, and hunters and fishermen are be- 
ing brought into the state by tens of thou- 
sands. Unless their sport, is properly con- 
trolled it will be but a'Short time until our 
lakes and streams are without fish and our 
forests almost devoid of wild life. There 
are incidental problems of conservation 
like the pollution of streams and the in- 
discriminate slaughter of fish and game 
that call for strict enforcement of the la\v 
and probably the imposition of more strin- 
gent laws. 
It requires a thoroughly or- 


ganized and equipped conservation de- 
partment, with sufficient funds at its dis- 
posal, something we are woefully lacking 
in today. 


If we look at the matter purely from a 


mercenary standpoint, the continuation of 
this policy of neglect is simply killing the 
goose that lays the golden egg. for our 
woods, lakes and streams are the greatest 
of our remaining natural resources. If we 
look at it from the standpoint of the rights 
of our citizens to the enjoyment of these 
assets for their pleasure, health and bene- 
fit, it is all the more important. All of the 
revenue derived from fines and enforce- 
ment of conservation laws should go to 
the promotion of conservation. Undoubt- 
edly we could spend twice the amount the 
emergency board has appropriated to the 
gootl of the state, and that is what should 
be done. If we are not careful we are go- 
ing to wake up one of these fine days and 
'find that we have been asleep at the con- 
servation switch while marauders robbed 
us blind. 


NEW YORK'S PROHIBITION DRAMA

ing a great anti-prohibition drama. They 
are going to have a referendum on modi- 
fication of the Volstead act. but that is 
only a prelude to act one. The star actor 
is Governor Alfred E. Smith, who enters 
the stage as the hero of the wets. Tam- 
many Hall is the impresario. 
It has tak- 


en up the cause of old John Barleycorn, 
for the double purpose of jamming 
through congress the beer and light wine 
bill, and also to advertise the hero of the 
skit for the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination in 1 928. 


The villain in the plot is Senator AVads- 


worth, who. reading the glaring headlines 
outside the theater, decided to force him- 
self into the cast by coming out for repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment itself. This 
master stroke on the part of the senator 
has caused the Tammany group in the 
house to send to him a scathing letter, as- 
sailing his recent announcement and 
charging him with inconsistency in deal- 
ing with the wet and dry issue.

SCURVY A DEFICIENCY DISEASE 


Sometimes an infant on an artificial diet, an im- 


proper substitute for natural food, becomes very 
sensitive to touch or hancilirfs;. seems to have no use 
of the less (parents think it is paralysis), 
shows 


black and blue spots" chiefly near the joints, has 


spongy or bleeding gums, a low fever, and perhaps 
bleeding from some internal region. That is scurvy. 
It is due to lack of vitamin. C in the diet. 


Fresh mills contains vitamin C. Canned, condens- 


ed malted, boiled, pasteurized or evaporated milk 
is likely to be poor in vitamin C or without it. But 
fresh fruit juice'contains much vitamin C., so when 
any of these substitutes are used as a main item 
in the feeding of a baby, the deficiency may 
be 


made up by giving the baby e^ry day some fresh 
fruit juice, say orange juice or 
tomato juice 
or 


peach juice or apricot juice or lemon juice or berry 
juice or apple juice or the juice of any fruit that 
ripens in the sun. For a very young infant a few 
weeks old 10 drops of fruit juice once or twice a day 
would be enough. The amount should be gradually 
increased so that the baby will take a few spoon- 
fuls of fresh fruit juice daily when four monthhs 
old. 


Even caimed tomatoes—factory canned—contain 


the vitamin C. Canning- processes in the home de- 
stroy this vitamin—cooking: causes oxidation which 
destroys the vitamin. Factory canning is different 
—the tomatoes are sealed in the cans and 
then 


the sealed cans are heated, which is 
cooking in 


vacuum, without a chance for exidation. 


Pasteurization for the usual time—15 to 20 min- 


utes—probably is more destructive to vitamin C 
than scalding or boiling for less than ftve minutes. 
But pasteurization is a necessary precaution to take 
with all market milk, lest disease germs be con- 
veyed in the milk to th6 child—especially tubercle 
bacilli. The supplementary fruit juice feeding: makes 
the pasteurized milk satisfactory for the feeding of 
the child. 


When fruit juice is not available, the juice of such 


vegetables as potatoes, turnips, swedes, cabbage, 
beets, or any other vegetable, raw may be used in- 
stead. "Wash the vegetable thoroughly, and 
wash 


your hands more thoroughly, then grate the vege- 
table finely, and squeeze or press out the clear juice 
Cor the birnbo. 


Some boys in a private school developed a list- 


less, irritable condition, fell off in studies and show- 
ed no inclination for play. The medical auuthori- 
ties discovered that a nearby shop where the boys 
had formerly purchased fresh fruit, had been clos- 
ed for some time. The fruit shop was reopened, the 
boys spent their money for fresh fruit instead of 
candy, and soon regained their health. ,They ap- 
parently had a slight scurvy. 


People whose diet is largely restricted to bread. 


meat and potatoes, are likely to suffer from mask- 
ed scurvy. Fresh fruit should 
be provided daily 


when it is available. 


Professor E. v. McCollurn, noted authority on the 


question of vitamins in nutrition, says that fruits 
and vegetables may be canned at home without de- 
stroying their vitamins. The trick is done thus: Do 
not heat the fruit of vegetables at once when they 
come from the 
garden or market, but 
immerse 


them, prepared for canning, in slightly salted water 
for a few hours, then can them in the ordinary 
way. The explanation is that such immersion shuts 
off the oxygen of the air, and the small amount of 
oxygen in the tissues of the fruits or vegetables i.s 
soon used up. so that, oxidation of the vitamin dur- 
ing the heating or 
rooking of the fruit or 
vege- 


tables Is prevented. In other words, drown the vege- 
tables and fruit before you can them, if yo'u wish 
to preserve the valuable vitamin C.

Answer—AVhatever that may be. Here and there
